Observations. 

The distress occasioned by the disease in the potato required the Board to 
direct all its energies in affording employment to the destitute poor, under the 
respective Acts of 9th Viet., chapters 1, 3, and 4, which were passed early in 
the session of 1846, for the special purposes of affording relief by employment. 

The greatest number of persons employed by us, on a daily average, 
amounted to 88,340. 

The details of our operations are set forth in the Special Monthly Reports, 
which were subsequently submitted to Parliament. (See Correspondence from 
July, 1846, to January, 1847, presented to Parliament, Board of Works’ 
Series.) 

The disease again appearing, and much more general, required that greater 
aid should be afforded to meet the distress this continued calamity would pro- 
duce ; and it was in August considered necessary to furnish the Government 
with additional powers to meet the crisis, and the Act 9 and 10 Viet., c. 107, 
was passed for this purpose, by which considerable labour was thrown upon 
this Board, who thus became the department charged with the execution of 
the Act. 

To enable us to carry out the new measures for relief, as well as the other 
services which were added to our ordinary duties, your Lordships were pleased 
to alter the establishment of the Board, by adding two members, and consoli-

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dating the duties performed by us as Commissioners under special Acts of Par- 
liament, such as Drainage, Fisheries, Shannon Improvement, &c. 

This arrangement has been found to work extremely well, giving thereby 
increased strength to every branch ; but without such addition to the number 
of members, it would have been physically impossible to have surmoimted the 
task which devolved upon us in providing employment for the number of 
labourers who required it. 

The number employed on the works during the week ended 26th December 
was 398,231, and the expenditure 154,472/.

It is to be apprehended that the balances of principal now outstanding are 
not likely to be further diminished. 



Ill —INLAND NAVIGATION. 

The only works of this nature under our Board are, — 

The Tyrone and Maghery Cut, 

The Maig River, 

The Lower Boyne ; 

each of which has been maintained in excellent order throughout the year. 

For the first, for which a small vote is annually made towards its improve- 
ment, his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant was pleased, upon our representation, 
to sanction the levying of certain dues, and establishing regulations for the 
better arrangement of the wharf and quays at Cole Island. 

The Turning Bridge over the Maig did not within the year require any 
repair, whilst the tolls received have been on the increase. 

Some necessary repairs to locks were executed at the Boyne ; and though 
the tolls received show no increase, yet sufficient funds were realized to dis- 
charge the instalments and interest payable on its debt. 



IV.— IRISH FISHERY FUNDS. 

The funds obtained during the preceding year, composed of grants and con- 
tributions of parties interested, have been applied to some extent to the accom- 
plishment of the proposed object — the construction of small piers and quays for 
fishery purposes. 

The balance, however, of the funds applicable to these purposes, and which 
was wholly exclusive of the grant under 9 Viet., c. 3, has been totally 
absorbed. 



V. ROADS AND BRIDGES. 

Under this head the Board have maintained, in good order, the usual 
number of roads placed under their charge, by provisions of the Act 6 Geo. IV, 
c. 101, as well as those made by them by grant funds under 1 and 2 Will. IV 
c. 33. 

This was no easy task, considering the description of labour they were in 
some instances forced to employ. 

Their attention was also frequently called by the Post Office authorities to 
the necessity of having repaired portions of mail-coach roads, caused probably 
by the embarrassment of the contractors, arising out of the general destitution 
of the times. 
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These repairs amounted to a considerable sum, which was all expended with 
a view to affording relief by employment. 

The certificates of the previous expenditure under each of these heads have 
been punctually met by the proper Grand Jury presentment. 



VI. — PHCENIX PARK AND DUBLIN BUILDINGS. 

Under this head, we have maintained the several public buildings under our 
charge in a good, substantial state of repair. 

A very important addition has been made to the Chief Secretary’s Lodge in 
the Phoenix Park, whereby increased accommodation has been obtained, and 
the architectural character of the building much improved. It is proposed 
also, that a similar improvement should be made at the Viceregal Lodge, the 
works of which have been commenced, and are still in progress. 

At the Dublin Castle, a considerable improvement has been effected at the 
Under-Secretary’s residence, by the addition of a staircase and two bed-rooms, 
involving but little expense. 

The great hall of the Royal Hospital has been placed in a state of perfect 
repair : an oak floor has been substituted for the much-mutilated flag floor, 
and a new mess kitchen for the pensioners, and necessary culinary offices have 
been formed in the basement. The introduction of gas throughout this build- 
ing has been attended with considerable advantage. 

The increased accommodation and alterations in arrangement, rendered ne- 
cessary by the addition of new departments in the Four Courts, have been satis- 
factorily completed. 

At the Custom-House considerable alterations have been found necessary, in 
order to provide accommodation for the increased Staff, consequent upon car- 
rying into operation the measures for the relief of the destitute poor. 

At the General Post Office, which has been lately placed under the charge 
of this Board, a considerable addition to the Sorting-office was deemed indis- 
pensable, and a building to afford the required accommodation is in course of 
erection. 

At the Queen’s Inns, and other public buildings, the ordinary repairs neces- 
sary for their proper maintenance have been duly executed. 

Substantial alterations and repairs have been made to some of the Custom- 
Houses and Coast-Guard Stations, and several works for these branches of the 
service are in progress of execution. 



VII— HARBOURS. 

KINGSTOWN. 

A new and elegant Lighthouse has been constructed on the Eastern Pier- 
head. The Western Pier-head building has been carried up to its proper 
height. The general arrangements for the improvement and completion .of 
the works have been carried forward to the extent of funds placed at our dis- 
posal. . 

In the Appendix will be found a Return of the number of vessels, with their 
amount of tonnage, which anchored in Kingstown Harbour during the year. 

HOWTH. 

The balance funds for the maintenance of this harbour have been exhausted, 
and it will be requisite that some small provision should be made for the 
future. 

DUNMORE. 

This harbour continues in good repair, but is now only the resort of nume- 
rous small vessels employed in the fisheries. 

DONAGHADEE. 

The amount provided by the vote of last Session has been expended in the 
necessary repairs, but which it will be requisite should be provided to a further 
limited extent. 
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VIII. — LUNATIC ASYLUMS. 

Under this head the Board have not been called upon, to exercise any of tile 
powers with which they are invested. 



IX — MAYNOOTH COLLEGE. 

We have much pleasure in being enabled to state that, by the exertions of 
the architect appointed by your Lordships, we have been enabled to have a 
contract concluded for the erection of additions to the Royal College of St. 
Patrick, at Maynooth, which will afford all the advantages which the Act of 
the Legislature contemplated, and within the limits of the sum placed at our 
disposal : the works have been commenced, and we expect little delay in their 
speedy completion. 



X.' — NEW COLLEGES. 

The Board have the satisfaction to report, that they have been enabled to 
alter into contracts with competent parties for the execution of the works at 
Galway, Cork and Belfast. The works of the two former have been for some 
time in progress ; but at Belfast some difficulty had been experienced in obtain- 
ing possession of the ground, on account of which the Board were obliged to 
resort to the powers of the Court of Chancery. ° 



XII. — PIERS AND HARBOURS (9 Vic., c. 3). 

From the passing of this Act, appropriating 50,0001. for the encouragement 
ot the sea fisheries of Ireland, by promoting and aiding with grants of public 
money the construction of piers, harbours, and other works, we have received 
.f i memorials praying for the erection of works of this nature; and having 
with your Lordships’ approbation, appointed Mr. Barry D. Gibbons our engineer 
tor the purposes of this Act, we have with his assistance been actively engaged 
m examining into the merits of the various applications, and directed surveys 
o be made, and plans prepared of such places as appeared to us to come under 
the provisions and intentions of the Act Many of these memorials could not 
be entertained, from various causes; some being for commercial wharfs or har- 
bours, others benig too expensive for the means placed at our disposal, and 
others being from local position and circumstances rendered naturally unavailable
